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Were  You  Listening? 

Chances  are,  you  weren't.  But  on  November  3rd,  KPFK  conducted  its  most  satis- 
fying team  effort  since  the  Democratic  Convention  coverage  of  1960.  With  only 
two  days  of  preparation,  some  forty  staff  and  volunteers  attempted  to  produce  a 
co-ordinated  and  intelligent  report  of  the  1964  National  Election.  Many  listeners 
have  told  us  that  the  result  appeared  to  be  the  most  complete  radio  coverage, 
particularly  as  applied  to  California  and  local  issues.  Taped  reports  (including  two 
which  scooped  the  networks!)  came  in  from  various  headquarters;  data  from  the 
Associated  Press  and  from  television  was  filtered,  analyzed  and  passed  to  "anchor- 
men" Bob. Stout  and  Dave  Ossman;  a  panel  of  commentators,  moderated  by  Robert 
Adler,  discussed  the  reports  and  data,  adding  an  element  of  political  controversy 
to  the  evening.  We'd  like  to  express  our  appreciation  here  to  Producer  Vaughn 
Marlowe,  Assoc.  Producer  Michael  Selden,  Director  Sylvia  Rubenstein,  Floor  Man- 
ager Sandra  Allan,  Technical  Operators  Nick  Cramer  and  Richard  Guy,  Editorial 
Assistant  Sophie  Stein  and  to  at  least  thirty  other  volunteers  whose  names  we 
haven't  the  space  to  mention.  Some  of  the  members  of  the  "Poverty  Central"  team 
are  shown  in  Richard  Guy's  on-the-spot  cover  photographs.  Were  you  listening? 
Perhaps  you  will  next  time. 

Is  A  Democracy  Possible? 

For  nearly  three  years  on  Pacifica  Radio,  the  Center  For  The  Study  Of  Democratic 
Institutions  has  produced  dialogues  and  discussions  intended  to  clarify  20th  cen- 
tury issues.  Are  our  institutions  what  they  say  they  are?  Do  they  function  any- 
more? These  and  many  other  questions  have  been  asked  on  the  series  From  The 
Center,  produced  for  us  by  Florence  Mischel.  In  February,  the  Center  will  under- 
take its  most  significant  convocation.  The  subject  will  be  The  Requirements  for 
Peace,  and  will  take  as  its  point  of  departure  the  encyclical  Pacem  In  Terris  by 
Pope  John  XXIII.  Some  twenty  internationally  known  figures,  representing  the 
entire  spectrum  of  political  opinion,  will  participate,  speaking  in  New  York  before 
an  invited  audience  limited  to  700.  We  will,  of  course,  be  bringing  you  the  high- 
lights of  this  three-day  convocation,  beginning  with  a  Center  staff  discussion  of 
the  encyclical  to  be  bro-adcast  in  late  February.  At  that  time  we  will  also  present 
a  dozen  profiles  of  the  Center  staff,  prepared  especially  for  us  by  Mrs.  Mischel. 
As  a  preview  of  this  important  Folio,  we  are  featuring  in  the  present  programming 
nine  of  the  best  discussions  From  The  Center.  These  can  be  heard  at  about  9:15 
p.m.  five  weeknights  and  on  both  weekend  afternoons.
